To 
start you on your way, we offer 
eight suggestions from Landrum 
R. Boiling, President of Earl- 
ham College, Richmond, Indiana, 
which have reached us via the 
Wall 
Street Journal. Writing 


in the autumn issue of the Earl- 
hamite, President Boiling had 
this to say: 


For some time now I have 


been compiling my own secret 
set of rules on How to Survive 
and be Happy Through Surround- 
ed by College Students. I pass 
them on to the Earlham alumni 
family, not as 
an infallible 


guide, but as a set of suggestions 
for the preservation of civility 
and sanity. Here they are: 


1. Listen. You won't learn 


much from young people if you 
do all the talking. You'll be sur- 
prised at how much sense they 
talk, however senseless they may 
look. 


2. Keep Smiling. A large per- 


centage of us of the older genera- 
tion unconsciously or deliber- 
ately glare, sneer or frown when 
we look at college students. Most 
of them are remarkably percep- 
tive; they know when we're hos- 
tile. It is difficult for most peo- 
ple, young or old, to communi- 
cate with others who are clear- 
ly antagonistic. 


3. Don't ask them why they 


look the way they do. If they 
can't explain it to their parents, 
they can't explain it 
to you. 


Anyway, they don't really know. 


4. Don't tell them how hard 


and how joyfully you worked in 
your youth. Theirs is a differ- 
ent world; they have no concep- 
tion of the world through which 
we lived in the Depresslonandln 
World War TI and little curi- 
osity to learn about it. Sad or 
wrong, but it's true. 


5. Level with them. They are 


amazingly open and honest, if 
you approach them in a spirit 
of openness and honesty. And 
there's little or 
nothing you 


can't talk about. 


G. Don't try to be one of them. 


Among the most pathetic crea- 
tures over 30 are those synthe- 
tic adolescents who try todress, 
talk, act and look like college 
students. Oh, there's an occa- 
sional middle-aged folk singer 
who can get away with it. Most 
of the rest of us, on or off Ihe 
campus, can't. 


7. Share with them your own 


highest hopes and finest pur- 
poses. It will surprise 
and 


delight them to discover that 
plenty of old people are idealists 
too. They have been fed too much 
nonsense about the lack of soci- 
al purpose among theii elders. 


8. Believe in them. They'll 


sense it when you do. And, as 
in all generations, they will re- 
spond, eventually, to that 
be-

The new company, called the 


Great Northern Pacific & Bur- 
lington, will have assets of $2.8 
billion and more than 26,500 
miles of track, stretching from 
Chicago to Seattle and from the 
Canadian border to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
The Justice Department had 
challenged the merger of two 
healthy directly competing rail- 
roads.

quick pit work, brought two of 
his powerful new Porsche 917s 
home to a 1-2 finish in the Day- 
totia 24 Hours Sunday, and in 
the process put a damper on 
Ferrari's return to sports car 
racing after a two-year absence. 


The lead car was driven by 


Mexico's Pedro Rodriguez, a 
30-year-old veteran of 10 years 
in the sport, and Leo Kinnunen, 
a 26-year-old rookie from Fin- 
land whose only previous ex- 
perience was in lighter machin- 
ery. 


The No. 2 Porsche was driven 


by Jo Siffert, a wily 34-year-old 
veteran from Switzerland, and 
Brian Redman, 33, a gentleman 
sports car buff from England. 


The Rodriguez -Kinnunen pair 


completed 2,758 miles over the 
rugged 3.81-mile Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway track and 
road course at a record speed of 
114.866 miles per hour. Theyfin- 
ished 171 miles In front. 


Wyer, a 49-year-oiu engineer- 


builder who has been in racing 
25 years, was hired late last 
year to take charge of Porsche's 
1970 bid for a second straight 
world constructor's title. 


He had won Le Mans twice 


with ragged old Ford GT40s and 
the world endurance title once. 
And he was available for new 
duty because the GT40s were to 
be retired for lack of parts. 


The 
new 
12-cylinder, 600 


horsepower Porsche 917s were 
introduced last summer in time 
to polish off the Germans' first 
endurance title. 


Ferrari quit sports car racing 


In 1967 after the FIA raised the 
engine limits for group 4 en- 
gines to five liters. This year, 
the Italian works built 25 new 
512s to meet homologation rules 
and five of them got to Daytona 
without the benefit of adequate 
testing. 


One of them, driven by U.S. 


champion Mario Andretti and 
Belgian Jacky Ickx, tried val- 
iantly to prevent the Porsche 
sweep. 
Despite 
uncountable 


troubles with such things as 
weak suspension, Andretti had 
the car in second place with 
only five minutes to go. 


But 
Siffert 
caught him on 


Daytona's long back stretch as 
35,570

cheered. 
Siffert 
and Redman 


completed 670 laps for 2,570 
miles, 
shading the previous 


record set by Lloyd Rudy and 
the late Ken Miles in 1966 in a 
GT40 that Wyer later inherited.

More Taken 
Into Baseball 
Hall of Fame

NEW YORK (AP) - Ford C. 


Frick, the former commission- 
er, and a couple of players who 
sparkled in baseball's spotlight 
four decades ago have been 
elected to the Hal! of Fame. 


The ex-players are center 


fielder Earle Combs of the New 
York Yankes and knuckleball 
pitcher Jesse "Pop" Halnes. 


The three, all in their 70s, 


were elected to the Hall Sunday 
by the Old Timers Selection 
Committee. Together with Lou 
Boudreau, 
they will be en- 


shrined In the Hall In Coopers- 
town, N.Y. next July. 


Frlck, 75, was honored for his 


contributions to baseball as a 
long-time executive who served 
from 1934 until bis retirement in 
1965. 


Frlck did not become eligible 


until he resigned Sunday morn- 
ing as chairman of the selection 
committee. 


Frick 
joined 
the National 


League in 1933 as a member of 
its publicity staff and a year lat- 
er was named league president. 
He held that post until he be- 
came commissioner In 1951. 


As commissioner, Frlck said 


the baseball expansion program 
and founding of the Hall of 
Faoe were among the most 
notable achievements of his ten- 
ure. He termed the Hall's estab- 
lishment as "one of the greatest 
things that ever happened to 
baseball." 


Combs Is now 70. He was the 


leadoff hitter on some of the 
Yankees' greatest clubs In the 
1920s. Often, he was on base 
when Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig or 
Tony Lazzerl came to bat. 


Joe Cronin, American League 


president and a member of the 
selection committee, described 
Combs as the "tablesetter for 
Ruth and Gehrig." 


Combs batted left-handed and 


threw right. He collected more 
than 200 hits In a season three 
times and scored more than 100 
runs eight years In succession 
from 1925 through 1932, hit more 
than .300 eight times with a high 
of .350 In 1927. 


Halnes, 76, said he "was In 


hopes, and my hopes came true. 
I'd hoped tliat if I was ever 
going to get into the Hall, it 
would come before I passed 
on." 


Most of the right-lander's ca- 


reer was with the St. Louis Car- 
dinals. He pitched one game for 
Cincinnati in 1918 before he 
hurled 18 straight seasons for 
the Cards. 


His record included 210 victo- 


ries and 158 defeats. He won 
three and lost one in four World 
Series. Halnes readied the cov- 
eted 20-vlctory mark three sea- 
sons. 


Ironically, Halnes' greatest 


thrill came during his poorest 
season. In 1924, he pitched a no- 
liittei against the old Boston 
Braves and was the first Cardi- 
nal to turn In a no-hit perform- 
ance since 1876. 


All three were elected unani- 


mously. The Old Timers Com- 
mittee votes on eligible players 
who have been out of the game 
at least 20 years. Executives, 18 
of whom have been elected, aie 
eligible six months after they 
reach (lie age of 65.

Buenos Aires 
Train Wreck 
Kills 100

BUENOS AIRES (AP) - A 


speeding cross-country express 
slammed into the rear of a halt- 
ed suburban train near Buenos 
Aires Sunday night, killing more 
than 100 persons in one of the 
worst railroad disasters in histo- 
ry. 


Ninety-eight bodies had been 


taken to police stations by mid- 
night and five suburban hospi- 
tals had received a number of 
others, 


Hallway 
officials 
estimated 


that more than 150 persons were 
killed and more than 400 in- 
jured. 


Officials 
of the state-owned 


Argentine Railways Co. said the 
2l-car express en route from the 
northern city of San Miguel de 
Tucuman 
to 
Buenos 
Aires 


plowed into the rear of a 10-car 
suburban 
train 
which 
had 


stopped due to mechanical trou- 
ble about a mile from a lonely 
stop on the pampa 25 miles west 
of the capital. The suburban 
train was jammed with passen- 
gers returning to Buenos Aires 
from a summer weekend In the 
country. 


It was the worst train wreck 


in Argentine history. The worst 
ever recorded occurred at Mo- 
dane, France, on Dec. 12, 1017, 
when 543 persons were killed in 
the derailment of a passenger 
train 


There was no official explana- 


tion for the crash. 


An unofficial report saidasig- 


nalman failed to warn the ex- 
lireas, which was moving at an 
estimated 05 miles an hour, that 
the local train was stopped uiits 
path. Another report said the 
express had been accidentally 
switched owo the same track as 
the local. 


Officials of the General Mine 


Lino, which operated both of the 
trains, said the local tiain car- 
lied about 1,090 passengeis and 
the express about 400.
